Bible Inspired 
Canadian Poet 

Ruth Gardner Addressed Eng- 
lish Literature Society 

"Charles llcavysego w.-is Canada's 
first ilramullc poet" ultitcd Miss Hulh 
ilardner, of the Uraduate School, In 
addi'f s.-'liig tliii IJiigllsh l.itfratiirc So. 
cicly Monday evening. He is one of 
Canada's least known poets. This is 
due, ill a large measure to his rather 
ponderous style, which did not find 
favour In, the oyos of contemporary 
ii ltlcH, He is best knoivn for his poem 
"Sanl", Ills iiisijlrutinn fur this work 
coming from the nibic, 

^'Tho poet" stated the speaker," was 
born In Liverpool on May 2iul, ISIU. 
His strict parents exendsed careful 
iMipervision ■■mm his ie„i(liiig, .\lmo;,i 
the only books Hllmvcd liiiii were the 
work.<i of Milton and Shakospetu'c .mil 
the Bible, Ills father was » cabinet 
maker In fair circumstances, who 
Sa\e Clii.rleb a good ediir,i'.loii, .ind 
when ihc tiine e.iinc, ajip,' - tKlced him 
lo a wood -carver. 

He came lu Canada in 1S1&, ha.ving 
.ilrcjdy pi(blislied one dramallr poeii 
•The Re\olt nl Tarlurus". He tctlled 
douii in hiit'incsa for himsrlf in 
.Montreal, but, though a good work- 
man, l)c was never very successful. 
His work, however, gqvj hlip a living 
and an oppoflunity at the tamo time 
lo compose his poelry. In lSli7, ap- 
peared his boti Known wmlt ".Saul", 
which did not receive much nilenlinn 
until it was called to the notice of tl)e 
critics by Xathanlel Uawlhorne, In 
1S(!0, appeared his Ihird work "Count 
Fillipii". Its poiinlarily viaa even less 
than Unit i,f ",Sniir'. 

Thu year 18C3 was Ilic great crisis 
in the life of. Charles Hcavysogc. In 
that year, he gave up his former work 
and bccanie a leiii/rler on llie "Daily 
Witness", hoping tiiat, by direct coii- 
tafl Willi liloiary men, lie might 
improve, his slyie. Hitl hift new position 
enlalled longer hours and gave him

I If the truth were known mo.sl i>rc.seiu day 
'joIISkc and univer,sity .stiidenl.s would .say tlioy 
donjl know what it is all about. The busy whirl 
of .social and the dozen varieties of c.xtra-curri- 
LulaV activities leave little time for the nominal 
lea.son of his jiieseiiee there. Except for those 
who enter upon a definite professional course, 
,say enj^'ineerinjf, or medicine, most people come 
to college with no definite view in mind. Their 
ycar.s at college .should, presumably, shape for 
them some more or less definite aim in life; 
from many ob.^ri vatiuns of ours il seems that 
rollcno sho\\.< so imu'li of the ])ossil)iiilies that 
lie is ninrc eoiifu.soil tliai wliun he entered. Even 
thi: minority mentioned above frequently do not 
escape iliis demoralizing confu.sion, for in Iheii* 
own ficJds there is sikIi a miiltiplii-ity of direc- 
lionK to which they fan uhase tiie ciu.sivu will-o'- 
the-wisp. 

Then there i.s iliu smokescreen .set up by 
the conflict of the upholders of the old ideals 
of colleges against the newer — an eternal con- 
flict, in one field or another. There iin- tliose 
w'hn bewail the faci lhat some universities are 
little more ilian trade .schools; there are tho.se 
who l)(;jrriidi;c the .student all his activities, his 
])laytliings; there are tho.se who have anything 
or nothing to .say about colleges, all assiduou.s- 
ly grinding tlicir own axes, sowing propa- 
ganda, further befuddling tlu; seeker after 
knowledge, ile won.leis what il is all about. 

Hut iK-riiaps, the thought dawns, in this 
very befuddling process,, the universities are 
accomplishing one of their main objects 
in that they are cultivating thinking 
men .-uui women— able to api)reciale that all 
they Jioar and see is not necessarily .so because 
It IS there. I>ut to come back to "our original 
l)oint, arc not tliese super-universities again 
getting away from this one fund.imental of 
education, and becoming dogma teacliei-s, if on 
a .somewhat bigher plane? And where do ac- 
tivities fit inV 

We are terribly mixed up; will somebody 
p!ea.se try and .straighten us out?

When lie docs drink, it is usually to parade his drunk- 
feat a football game, at a dance, during a vacation, 
Wwcial gathering— and it is on sucli occasions that a 
shocked older generation is most liable to sec youth in ac- 
tion.

little opportunity for writing. Fur- 
thermore, his rather ponderous «tyle 
prevented him from evM- becoming a 
good reporter. 

The .speaker then discussed the 
poet's work. >lls most popular poem, 
".Saul" follows tha Bible story very 
closely. Hs comparatively poor suc- 
ccs.^ was largely duo to Us form. In 
.spite of the fact lhat It contains ten 
thousand line's, and Is divided Into ;i 
parts Of 5 acts each, It nevertheless 
ran 3 editions. This unwleldlness, 
along with the complicated scenes and 
lengthy ninnologuos miido It linpos- 
blblo to produce, if, indeed Its author 
had aver Intended that It should be. 

Heav^'sege, In oil his poetry, stated 
the lecturer, put more emphasis oii 
the thought than on the form. Ills 
trtyle Is Impresslvo and imaBinntlvc. 
tliougUt Ills lines are pflen lncorre(.t, 
his pbrnalng crude, nnd his writing: 
diffuse. He makes freqijent' us« of 
Homely but Impressive similes, and 
often has lines of great deiierlptive 
rwjwer. 

, In 1860 appeared "Count Kllllpn", 
which, however, does not reach the 
standard of his former work. It Is 
bnnal and rather mediocre. It contains 
very few good passages. In "Jephtnh's 
Daughter", nnd In the shorter poems 
publlHhod In the same volume, a 
marked Improvement Is shoWn, The)^ 
nro less diffaae and the style more 
polished. Indeed, the nbove poem has 
l>een called by a critic "of sublimity 
not oqiiulled In the 'nnnnis of our 
country".

This competition has reached tlie 
stage when m' ono party Is either 
good enoiigh or strong cnoiigh to hold 
all the )io\vcr. The solution to this 
situation Is co-operative government. 
— nnd co-opcratlon begins just as soon 
as It pays everybody concerned to 
work together. Thus we will be forced 
by good Judgment and economic con-) 
ditlons tu co-oporato In the govoi-n- 
ment of the country along tho same 
lines of scientific organization which 
prevail in other fields. 

The spe.-iker compared tho present 
government to a. waggon stranded In 
the mud with two oM mules (the old 
parties) hitched at r.ach end, and try- 
ing to got tho waggon out of tho mud 
by pulling in different directions. The 
electors have sent .ilong some more 
mules (Progi'os.slve. ].al)or, etc.) lo 
help pull, but there Is only one set of 
harness (tho cabinet) to go around. 
Co-ii|)cratIon Is merely tho moan» of 
getting all tho mules (parties) hitch- 
ed up at ono end and pulling all to- 
gether In on<» direction.

By this method tho prcRsuro on 
the surface ot the sun has been found 
to be about one thousandth (hat of 
the earth.

Nansen Called a 
Modern Odysseus 

Indisn» Premdent Writes Of 
Famous Explorer

Mr. Cahan .stated that when he en- 
tered Dalliouiio l'nlverîlty tlio Dci- 
tnlnion was yet very young, as it was 
then only fouiteen or fifteen years 
since Confederation, havins Just 
emerged from a successful struggle 
(or responsible Bovernmenl. He had 
rnlcrrd college .ifter inten?-^ polii:r.il 
ronte»! whiih iiad nnrU'd tiie pa>.<:- 
!nK of the ni.li.-ih Notth .\nicrica Act 
throuEh the Icsislature of Nova Sco- 
tia. 

The students of that day wcr© of 
coursa at such time hi.shly InteroM in 
th« polilicil r|urst;on« of the day, 
win, Il fnruiori II, f> >aii]ni t of many of 
their debate.'. However, the scope of 
their discussions did not go beyond 
tha respective powers of Ihe Federal 
and provincial governments, national 
concerns. 

Paopla's Responsibility 

Today, with the growth of Cana- 
dian autonomy to its present height, 
a new responsibility has fallen upon 
the Canadian govcmmcnt, and hence 
on the university students, who are 
cxpei-toil to beroiuo the Ic;iders of the 
country. The destiny ot our country 
l!cs in tho hands of iho Canadian 
peoT)lc,' ,ind their political opinions 
.•hould not be taken from a partisan 
presF, but should be formed .\s a re- 
,<iult rif their own judgment. In the 
political arena, as elsewhere, true 
opinion Amerges in the conflict of dlf- 
•ferent beliefs. 

The power that Canada has gained 
in tho carrying out ot its internation- 
:\\ riilaticms has led to many contacts 
wioidi may become irritating sores 
uale^s due care is t;\kAn. In conoiu- 
*lon. ïlr. Ca.han statod that real un- 
selfish work must b« xivon to the 
Dominion, and for this there must b« 
independence of opinion and careful 
uttention to the historical documents 
that mark our growth of autonomy. 

Dr. A. S. Kve stressed the need ot 
co-opcratlon In the University, while 
Mr. Pl.anto, represenllncr ' the Unlver- 
.-ily paid tribute to "the real 
spirit ot liocarno," ezlatent be- 
tween McOili and his own univer- 
Nlty. The latter remarked that there 
exists no radical dlfferenoea betw««n 
l-inglLsh and French cultur« and that 
these ahould result In a "unity with 
diversity."
